District councillors send out 
message against hate crime 


SOUTH Somerset District Council has 
sent out a strong message that it is proud 
to be part of a diverse and tolerant society 
and that it condemns any form of racism, 
xenophobia or hate crime. 

Following incidents of hate crime across the 
country, the motion to send out this positive mes¬ 
sage was proposed by Councillor Crispin Raikes 
at the full council meeting on July 21st, saying: “In 
the wake of the recent killing of Jo Cox MP and 
the less savoury rhetoric of some in the referendum 
campaign, this council wishes to make it clear that 
we, the councillors, are proud to represent a vibrant 
and diverse community. 

“We totally condemn any form of racism, intol¬ 
erance, bigotry or xenophobia. Hate crimes have 
no place in our society and we will do all we can 
to prevent them. The residents of South Somerset, 
whatever their gender, race, creed, age, colour or 
sexual orientation are treated equally.” 

The motion was seconded by Chard Coombe dis¬ 
trict councillor Amanda Broom, who gave her sup¬ 
port to the motion following an incident when she 
was campaigning on behalf on remaining in the 
EU. 

Councillor Broom said: “In the last campaigning 
weeks of the referendum, as an active member of 
the Stronger In Europe stall in Yeovil and Chard, I 
was completely dismayed by some of the com¬ 
ments made by some members of the public. In 
one example, we were threatened with execution, 
with the youngest members of our group being told 
they should be locked in the tower for treason. 

“As a response to this, post Brexit, I wrote an ar¬ 
ticle in one of the local papers, stating that we 
needed to work hard to reassure the migrant work¬ 
ing community in Chard that they are welcome, 
valued members of our society, and that as a coun¬ 
cillor, I will do all I can to reassure them of this, 
and work to ensure we do not tolerate hate in our 
towns.”

Councillor Broom’s passionate support contin¬ 
ued: “As such, I welcome the motion put forward 
by Councillor Raikes, and will support it com¬ 
pletely, 

“I would ask that as a council we send a clear 
message stating that: ‘We are proud to live in a di¬ 
verse and tolerant society. Racism, xenophobia and 
hate crimes have no place in our country. Our 
council condemns racism, xenophobia and hate 
crimes unequivocally. We will not allow hate to be¬ 
come acceptable. 


“‘We will work to ensure that local bodies and 
programmes have the support and resources they 
need to fight and prevent racism and xenophobia. 
We reassure all people living in this area that they 
are valued members of our community’.” 

Before the proposal was met with unanimous 
support from the council, Councillor Broom added 
that South Somerset District Council should pro¬ 
vide clear guidelines to what steps the council will 
take to tackle racist, xenophobic and criminal be¬ 
haviour, and that it should set up a training session 
for councillors with SARI (Stand Against Racism 
and Inequality) to help councillors understand the 
signs of hate crimes and put the council in a better 
position to help tackle any problems that arise. 


Body found in bus 
stop was dumped 
after drug overdose 

A MAN who died of a drugs overdose was 
dumped at a bus stop by his panicking friends, 
an inquest has heard. 

The body of Crewkerne man Daniel Dare, 28, 
was found covered in a blanket in a bus stop in 
Wookey on November 8th by a woman walking 
her dog, who first thought it was a Guy left 
over from Bonfire Night. 

A doctor out for an early morning run at¬ 
tempted to revive Daniel but he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

An inquest heard that the youngster was 
found dead by pals on a friend’s living room 
floor after he overdosed on heroin. 

Police initially launched a murder investigation 
and arrested three people but no charges were 
brought. 

Senior Somerset Coroner Tony Williams 
recorded a verdict of a drugs-related death at 
Somerset Coroner’s Court.

Council considers 
legal action against 
developers 

A HOUSING developer that built an estate in 
Axminster is being chased for more than 
£650,000 by East Devon District Council (EDDC). 

In a statement issued on July 13th, EDDC said 
there has been an issue “for some time" and that 
legal action is being considered. 

Wainhomes have built the Millbrook Meadows 
estate off Chard Road in three phases. 

Planning permission came with a Section 106 
agreement, in which developers undertake to pay 
an amount towards infrastructure/amenities. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “Wainhomes are 
legally required... to pay financial contributions 
totalling over £660,000 towards infrastructure 
required to serve the development. 

1 These contributions have not been paid and the 
council... is now considering further formal legal 
action to secure the required infrastructure." 

OTTERY St MARY 

Concerns over West 
Hill consultation 

AN OTTERY town and district councillor has 
raised concerns over the consultation for the for¬ 
mation of an independent West Hill Parish Coun¬ 
cil and has called on the chairman of the district 
council, Stuart Hughes, to declare it null and void. 

Councillor Peter Faithfull, who was elected onto 
East Devon District Council (EDDC) last year, 
wrote to fellow district councillors, the chairman, 
the monitoring officer and the chief executive 
asking for the result to be declared void due to the 
“very high amount of fraudulent and dishonest 
behaviour by both West Hill Campaign group and 
members of Ottery St Mary Town Council". 

On July 13th, EDDC's Cabinet agreed to move 
forward with the separation of Ottery Town 
Council and West Hill. The decision will go in front 
of full council in the coming weeks and is ex¬ 
pected to pass.

Can it really be true that one new property 
was demolished overnight and the site cleared 
before daylight? 

The new estates look smart enough but there 
are some horror stories floating around. So 
what impact will all these new homes have on 
Axminster?

SIDMOUTH 

Beach plan gets £54k 
despite concerns 

EAST Devon District Council's Cabinet has ap¬ 
proved £54,000 worth of funding towards the 
Sidmouth and East Beach Management Plan 
which will enable the planning stage of the 
process to be completed. 

The costs of the project had risen as a result of 
changes including requests from the steering 
group for additional work to take into account 
local's evidence and to provide a more detailed ap¬ 
praisal of the options. The steering group is made 
up of bodies such as the Environment Agency and 
Natural England, as well as community groups. 

However, concerns have been raised, with two 
steering group members, EDDC Councillors 
Cathy Gardner and Matt Booth, saying “EDDC ap¬ 
proved the options independently of the steering 
group, but took them to public consultation as if 
they had been approved by the steering group." 

There is a real danger that it will not produce a 
result that will be approved by the Environment 
Agency or DEFRA and will not attract the partner 
funding that will be essential to deliver it. 

SEATON 

District council set 
to say ‘no’ to 
seafront plans 

EAST Devon District Council look set to refuse an 
application for a possible 'iconic' seafront devel¬ 
opment in Seaton - saying the impact on the build 
would have an ‘oppressive and overbearing im¬ 
pact on the occupiers of neighbouring properties'. 

Plans were submitted last month by Seaton 
Beach Development Ltd. 

Plans will go in front of the Development Man¬ 
agement Committee (DMC) at EDDC on August 
2nd but the executive summary of the case has 
recommended refusal. 

Seaton Town Council was supporting the appli¬ 
cation but said that if locals were raising concerns 
then the application should be debated by the DMC. 

Some of the public objections include loss of 
view, design out of keeping with the character of 
the esplanade, lack of parking provision and dis¬ 
traction to motorists on Harbour Road. 


would presume this is good for the local econ¬ 
omy. In 2011 5,761 people lived in Axminster; 
7,110 when you take in the rural area. That fig¬ 
ure is set to jump. 

There seems little difficulty in getting buyers 
for the plethora of new homes; no sooner are 
they built than most of them are occupied. 

But what pressure will the town’s popularity 
put on local services? Can the schools take 
more pupils? Are the medical facilities in the 
town, with the ever-present question mark 
hanging over the hospital, going to be able to 
cope. Can the roads in and around Axminster 
take more traffic? 

Through Section 106 planning money, which 
the developers have to pay, amenities should 
improve but getting that money is causing a 
few headaches for East Devon Council which is 
threatening legal action over the alleged non¬ 
payment of £650,000 by one developer. 

Is some people’s perception of Axminster 
being a quiet backwater (never the case) about 
to be blown away?

Arrests made after police carry 
out drugs raids across Somerset 


POLICE carried out dawn drugs raids at prop¬ 
erties in Yeovil, Chard and Weston-super- 
Mare last week which resulted in 14 people 
being arrested. 

It was the latest initiative in the police's on¬ 
going investigation into the supply of Class A 
drugs in Somerset. 

Warrants were executed on Wednesday, July 
20th at 11 properties in Yeovil, Weston-super- 
Mare, Chard and 13 men and one women have 
been taken into custody. 

The action follows two days of activity in the 
Weston-super-Mare area last week in which 
a total of 53 people, aged between 15 and 65, 
were arrested. Thirty-one people have since 
been charged with a combined total of 90 
counts of supplying Class A drugs. 

With the exception of a 15-year-old boy, who 
was bailed to appear at North Somerset Youth 
Court, all those charged have appeared at 
Bristol Magistrates' Court. Twenty-nine were 
remanded in custody pending an appearance 
at Bristol Crown Court on August 18th while 
one woman was released on bail. 

Specialist drug dogs were again used to 
search the properties raided last week and po¬ 
lice seized a quantity of Class A drugs in addi¬ 
tion to cash, drugs paraphernalia and a 
number of weapons. 

Those taken into custody were arrested for 
offences including supplying Class A drugs 
and possession of a bladed article. 

Speaking last wekk, Chief Inspector Mark 
Edgington, area commander for Somerset 
East, said: “Today’s warrants mark another 


stage in our on-going investigation into the 
supply of Class A drugs in Somerset. It follows 
nine months of excellent police work and 
sends a very clear message that we in Avon 
and Somerset Constabulary are in no way a 
soft touch and we will not tolerate drug dealing 
in our area. 

1 ‘No matter where people live they should not 
have to put up with dealers selling drugs 
openly in their communities and we are com¬ 
mitted to tackling them head on and address¬ 
ing all the associated problems they bring. 

“We will always listen to the concerns of our 
communities and ask anyone who has any 
suspicions or worries about drugs to get in 
touch. 

“We also want to hear from anyone who is 
worried about friends, neighbours or relatives 
they feel might be vulnerable to drug dealers 
due to dependency or debt and about anyone 
suspected to be housing drug dealers or al¬ 
lowing the supply of drugs from their prem¬ 
ises. 

“I would like to remind landlords that they 
must take responsibility for their property and 
tenants. If you suspect that there is criminality 
or anti-social behaviour taking place at your 
property you need to take positive action in 
relation to your tenants and contact the police, 
or you could face having your property subject 
to a closure order."

Somerset formally signs up 
to devolution partnership 


KEY Somerset councillors have backed a big step 
forward in devolution discussions following pos¬ 
itive early talks with government. 

Somerset County Council’s Cabinet has formally 
signed up to the principle of creating a new com¬ 
bined authority which would take responsibility 
for extra powers and budgets agreed in any devo¬ 
lution deal. 

In February, the county council and 22 other au¬ 
thorities across Somerset and Devon submitted 
proposals for more powers to be devolved to the 
local level. With their Prospectus for Productivity, 
the Heart of the South West (HotSW) devolution 
partnership believes it can deliver big benefits in 
sectors such as skills, employment, housing and 
social care. 

All the members of the partnership are this 
month seeking formal agreement to the principle 
of a combined authority. This comes after a meet¬ 
ing with the former Secretary of State for Com¬ 
munities and Local Government Secretary Greg 
Clark, where he confirmed that an elected mayor 
would not be essential to a devolution deal. 

Councillor John Osman, leader of Somerset 
County Council, said: “There is a long way to go, 
but today’s decision is an important step along the 
way. It opens the way for more detailed discus¬ 
sions with government, which I firmly believe 
could result in a devolution deal that delivers big 
benefits for the people of Somerset and Devon. 

“We firmly believe that we are best-placed to un¬ 
derstand the area, address its challenges and build 
on its strengths. I want more decisions about Som¬ 
erset to be taken closer to Somerset.” 

If all partners agree in principle to the creation 
of a combined authority, discussions will continue 
with government about what powers and budgets

it is willing to devolve and when. 

The details of how a combined authority would 
work are still to be discussed, but it would be made 
up of representatives from the partners. It would 
not take over any powers or funding from existing 
authorities and they would have a say in the con¬ 
stitution and decision-making powers of the new 
body. 

Consultation on any proposal to introduce a com¬ 
bined authority will take place as part of the nego¬ 
tiation process with the government and is 
required before an order can be made in parlia¬ 
ment to establish such an authority. 

The HotSW devolution partnership consists of 
Somerset and Devon County Councils, 13 district 
councils, Plymouth City and Torbay councils, Ex¬ 
moor and Dartmoor National Parks, and three 
Clinical Commissioning Groups. 

The full Prospectus for Productivity can be found 
on the county council website at https://somerset- 
newsroom.com/devolution/ 

Productivity in the South West is currently at less 
than 80 per cent of the national average. The doc¬ 
ument says devolved powers and finance from 
Westminster would bring higher productivity, bet¬ 
ter-paid jobs, improved road, rail and broadband 
links and more homes for the region’s growing 
population. 

There would also be radical reforms to integrate 
health and social care to allow the ageing popula¬ 
tion to be better looked after, tailored support for 
growing businesses and the creation of a centre of 
excellence for skills development. 


WITH more than 20 abandoned kittens taken 
into the care of Feme Animal Sanctuary over 
the past month alone, the charity is urgently 
calling for the public’s help and support. 

The animal sanctuary, based in Wambrook, 
near Chard, is looking for donations of money 
to look after the kittens as well as new homes 
for the animals. 

Every year, this problem becomes more se¬ 
vere and with kitten season in full flow, his 
year has already reached a critical level and 
Feme is struggling to accommodate the ever 
increasing numbers. This also includes kittens 
from heavily pregnant mothers dumped with 
less than days to go until they gave birth. 

Both catteries at the sanctuary are full and 
extreme measures have been required in the 
form of using the sanctuary's animal surgery 
area to house the kittens, which is far from 
ideal. 

Tara Nirula, rehoming manager, is appealing 
to anyone considering adopting a feline into 
their family. 

“We are urgently looking for loving homes 
with people who can give these kittens a sec¬ 
ond chance in life,” she said. 

“The owners must have patience and com¬ 
mitment but most of all, lots of love to give.” 

Anyone wishing to adopt kittens is asked to 
call the sanctuary on 01460 65214 to discuss 
suitability and to arrange a viewing appoint¬ 
ment. A pre-home check will be conducted be¬ 
fore any animals are released into the 
adopter’s care. 

If you are unable to adopt a kitten from Feme 
but you would like to help, you can donate to¬ 
wards the Special Care Cat Unit appeal. 

Steph Sterndale-Bennett, fundraising man¬ 



ager at Feme, explains: “We are currently un¬ 
dertaking a 12-month appeal for funds to help 
us build a special care unit which will enable us 
to accommodate more cats and kittens in need 
of extra TLC in the years to come. 

“This is becoming increasingly important as 
we are finding ourselves at maximum capacity 
more and more frequently.” 

The Special Care Cat Unit will cost £195,000 to 
build and will complement the top class care 
that Feme Animal Sanctuary provides to the 
animals 365 days of the year.

Bumpy Lane officially a public footpath 


CAMPAIGNERS hopingto have a well- 
used lane in llminster officially recog¬ 
nised as a public footpath have won 
their battle. 

A long legal battle has come to a 
successful conclusion for the cam¬ 
paigners who said that the footpath - 
known as Bumpy Lane, at the end of 
Winterhay Lane - had been used by 
people for decades up until 2012 when 
“private" road signs were placed at 
the crossroads. 

A public inquiry into whether Bumpy 
Lane was to be added to the Definitive 
Map was to be held in May 2016 at 
Donyatt Village Hall, but was cancelled 
with the Planning Inspectorate decid¬ 
ing, instead to look at written state¬ 
ments about the pros and cons. 

Heidi Cruickshank, an inspector ap¬ 
pointed by the Secretary of State for 
Environment, visited the site back in 
May and has now decided that the 
entire length of the path had been 


used by the public on foot since “at 
lease the beginning of the 20th cen¬ 
tury." 

The four-year wrangle has led to 
some angry exchanges between 
those wanting Bumpy Lane to remain 
open and those wanting to make it a 
private road. 

But the planning inspector said: “The 
law does not allow me to consider 
such matters as the desirability or 
otherwise of the route in question. 

“Concerns regarding the behaviour 
of individuals are not a matter for me. 
I would also note that the weight of 
numbers for or against the recording 
of the route is not relevant. 

“Considering the evidence as a 
whole I am satisfied, on the balance of 
probabilities, that the Order route be 
recorded as a public footpath." 

A post has now been installed at the 
site with the words “public footpath" 
on it.

Mayor heartened by community

“The cause as yet is unknown, but I was 
very heartened by the community re¬ 
sponse with people who came and helped 
secure the building. 

“Thanks go to the police and fire serv¬ 
ices, also Mr Sibley who helped secure 
the site. 

“I was very impressed by the commu¬ 
nity response with lots of people coming 


to help.” 

Firefighters were initially called out 
early on Sunday morning after receiving 
numerous calls about a motorbike being 
on fire next to the toilet block at the 
Ilminster Recreation Ground. 

The alarm was raised at 1.15am to the 
problem in Canal Way and a fire engine 
from Ilminster was mobilised. 

A further two fire engines from Chard 
were also called out and firefighters 
found a motorbike to be well alight under 
the eaves of the toilet block in the play 
area at the Recreation Ground. 

The motorbike was completely de¬ 
stroyed by fire, while the toilet block also 
suffered heat and smoke damage. 

Firefighters were called out again on 
Sunday to the toilet block at Ilminster 
Recreation Ground due to smoke coming 
from the building. 

One fire engine from Ilminster and one 
from Chard were mobilised at just before 
6am and firefighters called for further 
support from Chard and Yeovil. 

Crews put out a fire and now an inves¬ 
tigation is underway. 

“The building sustained moderate dam¬ 
age in the fire,” said a spokesman for the 
Devon and Somerset Fire and Rescue 
Service.

show dinner at the Dolphin Hotel. 

Thirty years and a world war later, in 1920 the 
show moved to Dowell Street and the association 
was re-named Honiton Union District Agricultural 
Association. After the second world war in 1946 
the classes included Labourers Long Service 
Awards and judging of the Hunting Hounds. Poul¬ 
try classes disappeared and dairy cattle were very 
low on entries; This was due to the rationing taking 
effect during the war. The year 1948 saw the intro¬ 
duction of The West Of England Hound Show. 
This was the beginning of what is now one of the 


largest and most presti¬ 
gious Hound Shows in 
the country. 

The association, now 
known as Honiton & 

District Agricultural 
Association, celebrated 
its centenary in 1990 as 
a limited company and 
held a special show to 
commemorate with 
some 290 trade stands 

and compared with closer to over 400 in 2013. The 
association has come a long way since 1890 and is 
ready for the next one hundred years!

Q. I have always wanted to have this done...

See in the Dark 

The old wives' tale that eating car¬ 
rots will help you see in the dark isn't 
actually that much of a myth. Carrots 
contain a high level of beta-carotene, 
which the human body converts into 
Vitamin A. Although this isn't enough 
to cure existing problems, the level of 
Vitamin A found in beta-carotene 
helps protect the surface of the eye 
from any future damage. "[The Age- 
Related Eye Disease Study] shows 
that higher levels of Vitamin C, Vita¬ 
min E, beta-carotene, and zinc re¬ 
duced the risk of age-related macular 
degeneration (AMD) by 25% in those 
at higher risk," says Dr Carrie Ruxton, 
member of the Health Supplements 
Information Service (www.hsis.org). 

Reduce the Risk of Cancer 

A natural pesticide found in carrots 
called falcarinol is said to guard you 
from cancer when eaten on a regular 
basis. "Carrots contain powerful an¬ 
tioxidants known as carotenoids. Re¬ 
search has shown that carotenoids 
have powerful cancer-fighting proper¬ 
ties. Skin, breast and prostate cancers 
are thought to be the cancers that can 
benefit the most from an ample intake 
of carotenoids," says nutrition expert, 
Julie Montagu 

(www.juliemontagu.com). "One large 
carrot contains 15,503 micrograms of 
beta-carotene, which is a certain type 
of carotenoid. Only a handful of other 
foods have higher doses of this can¬ 
cer-fighting compound." Juicing your 
carrots or eating them raw seems to be 
the best way of getting the proper 
amount of falcarinol into your diet, 


Heart Protection 

As well as beta-carotene, carrots 
contain alpha carotene and lutein, both 
of which have heart-protecting prop¬ 
erties. Even beta-carotene itself is an 
antioxidant and stops the oxidisation 
of bad cholesterol. This all helps to re¬ 
duce the risk of a heart attack and, in¬ 
stead, boost heart health. In contrast to 
eating them raw for their carotenoids, 
to extract the maximum amount of an¬ 
tioxidants carrots have to offer, try 
boiling them, as it's easier for our bod¬ 
ies to benefit from their goodness this 
way. 

Memory Game 

As we get older, 'free radicals' try to 
attack healthy cells in our bodies and if 
you don't put up a fight, you'll experi¬ 
ence a loss of memory as you age. "The 
beta carotene in carrots are an impor¬ 
tant flavonoid compound and therefore 
have powerful antioxidant functions 
that help the body scavenge free radi¬ 
cals. Due to this, beta carotene limits 
damage to cell membranes," says 
Shona Wilkinson, head nutritionist at 
NutriCentre (www.nutricentre .com). 
"Free radical damage is part of the age¬ 
ing process and it therefore makes 
sense that by limiting this as much as 
possible, you reduce the incidence of 
health conditions as you age."

6 TIPS FOR TRAVELLING 
WITH DEMENTIA

HOLIDAYS can revive the body and soul, and 
even a few days away from the stresses, de¬ 
mands and humdrum of daily life can work 
wonders. 

Thousands of UK families are living with de¬ 
mentia - associated with progressive memory 
loss, difficulty with thinking and language and 
carrying out everyday tasks - and experts pre¬ 
dict that by 2025, the number of people diag¬ 
nosed will reach a million. 

Although getting away on holiday might be 
more difficult when a family member or loved 
one has the condition, the charity Dementia UK 
(www.dementiauk.org) has outlined some sim¬ 
ple steps to make travelling with people with 
dementia go more smoothly... 

1. Make sure you have medical insurance and 
take all of the documentation with you in case 
of a medical emergency. If you're holidaying in 
Europe, have an EHIC card - a free European 
Health Insurance card (visit www.gov.uk/euro- 
pean-health-insurance-card) Prior to going on 
holiday, do some research so you know where 
the local doctors' surgeries and hospitals are lo¬ 
cated. 

2. Ensure the person with dementia has ID 
and emergency contact details on them at all 
times. If they get lost, it will be easier for some¬ 
one to get in contact with you. Potentially, con¬ 
sider a personal GPS that the person with 
dementia can wear. 

3. Orientation is a challenge for someone liv¬ 
ing with dementia and being in an unfamiliar 
location could cause disorientation. Give the 
person with dementia a plan of the building and 
also walk them around the building you are 
staying in when you first arrive. Print out some 
signage that you can put up around your ac¬ 
commodation, like toilet/ bathroom, bedroom, 
kitchen etc. 

4. Plan your activities for in the morning as 
the person with dementia is likely to get tired 
as the day progresses and tiredness can cause 
disorientation. Also, don't plan too many activ¬ 
ities as this can cause tiredness and exhaustion, 
leading to disorientation and potentially agita¬ 
tion. 

5. Portable low-level lights, that are easy to 
pack, will help during the night, should the per¬ 
son with dementia wake up and become disori¬ 
entated by where they are staying. You can also 
get apps on your phone which provide night 
light. 

6. Keep an eye on the person with dementia 
for signs of distress and anxiety. They may be 
feeling it, but not telling you as they don't want 
to ruin your holiday.

IF you follow 
Game of Thrones 
you might recog¬ 
nise the quote but I 
think it sums up the 
post Brexit mood 
quite well. Whether 
you voted remain 
or leave we are 
where we are and 
there is a collective 
desire to arrive at 
the same place. A 
stronger, stable and healthy economy is the desire 
of everyone. 

Research from Symonds & Sampson shows that 
we are on the right course with more sales agreed 
since the referendum than in the same period last 
year. In 2015 we were expecting a post-election 
lift but it was slow to materialise and the summer 
lull came early. This year people have postponed 
making the decision until the outcome but then, in 
the overwhelming number of cases, proceeded as 
they had planned. 

So what’s the explanation? For most buyers and 
sellers the drivers to move are employment, age 


and more importantly the stage of their life, afford¬ 
ability and housing need. So if you think you’re 
still going to have a job, still need somewhere to 
live and can access mortgage lending then needs 
must.

uing to move from the South East and London but 
it is the enquiries from ex pats in Europe that have 
been most interesting. Many UK citizens living in 
France, for example, are nervous about President 
Hollande and the taxes that he might impose on 
them.

There 
can be no doubt that impacts to the cost of borrow¬ 
ing, employment, skilled migration for the house 
building sector, internal UK politics and EU deals 
will all influence the housing market but with a 
new prime minister who appears strong, and cer¬ 
tainly no pussy cat despite the kitten heels, it 
seems that we are back on the right road.

1. Only use a BVRLA member as 
you are guaranteed a quality assured 
company that operates to a 
professional code of conduct. 

2. Do your homework. If you're re¬ 
lying on a price comparison site when 
getting quotes, pay close attention to 
what isn't included in the price. 

3. Read the terms and conditions of 
your contract with the rental company. 

4. Understand the insurance 
excess and waivers. Check if there are 
any exclusions to your loss/damage 
waiver or your insurance. 


5. Find a fuelling option that suits 
you. Remember what you agreed to 
in order to avoid gifting the rental 
company a free tank of fuel or paying 
an extra charge to have the 
tank re-filled. 

6. Tell the rental firm how you 
plan to use the vehicle - such as 
taking it abroad. 

7. Arrive prepared. Remember to 
turn up at the rental desk with the 
credit card you used to make your 
booking and your driving licence. 

8. Know what you've booked: 
Ensure you have thought about 
whether you are prepared to pay for 
any extra cover or an upgrade.

THE new Mercedes-Benz E-Class Estate is now avail¬ 
able to order, priced from £37,935 for the E 220 d SE 
and £40,430 for the E 220 d AMG Line.

THE seventh double century of Mar¬ 
cus Trescothick’s illustrious career, 
and his first three figure score at Trent 
Bridge, launched Somerset’s charge 
for a second County Championship 
victory of the season in the heat of 
Trent Bridge. 

The former England opener was last 
man out (having never ‘carried his bat’ 
through an innings) in the visitors’ first 
innings for an energy-sapping 218 
having faced 355 balls. 

By then The Cidermen had racked up 
437 giving them a 35-run lead over 
their hosts just after tea on day three. 

Notts were under pressure early on 
in their second innings with two wick¬ 
ets down and Somerset still holding a 
slender lead. 

But by stumps they had edged 
ahead by 22 runs at 58 for 2 with the 
threat of talented Pakistani leg spin¬ 
ner Imran Tahir looming large in Som¬ 
erset’s 2nds innings on a last day pitch.
